THE WEIGHT OF A CROWD. 


Tue load which is produced by a dense crowd of per- 
sons is | Becton! taken at 80 to 100 pounds square 
foot, and is considered to be the greatest uniformly dis- 
tributed load for which a floor need be proportioned. 
That this value may be largely exceeded in an actual 
crowd was pointed out by Professor W. CO. Kernot, of the 
Melbourne University, Australia, in a recent paper before 
the Victorian Institute of Engineers. 

In an actual trial, 9 class of studonta, averaging 153°5 

unds each in weight, were crowded in a lobby contain- 
ing 1,823 square fect, making an average fluor-load of 
134-7 pounds, 

Professor Kernot alxo quoted from Rtoney, who placed 
fifty-eight Irish labourers, eras 145 pounds each in 
weight, in an empty ships’ deck-house measuring fifty- 
sevon square feet floor arva. This was a load of 147°4 
pounds per square fout. 

In another test, with seventy-three labourers crowded 
into a hut nine feet by eight foet eight inches, Stoney 
produced a load of 143 pounds per syuare foot, and eati- 
mated that two ur three more men could have been 

ucezed in, It appears from these experiments that 
whilo the figures ordinarily assumed of 80 to 100 pounds 
are sufficiently correct on spaces on whivh there {s no 
cause tu induce tho collection of great crowds, er 
figures, say, 140 to 150 pounds per square fout, should be 
used for railway stations aud platforms, or entrances and 
exits to places of public assembly.

POST-OFFICE AND INVENTOR. 


A TUSSLF is going on between the British tal 
anthorities and Mr. F. M. Merridew, of Boulogne. 
Mr. Merridew has brought ont a scheme for giving the 
public increased postal facilities which will extend alao to 
augment the revenue, He has designed a double or 
reply letter-card to enable persons making an inquiry tu 
prepay the reply postage. 

It in most difficult often for correspondents to procure 
foreign or colonial stamps when a closed apawer is wanted. 
There are reply postcards xold in the United Kingdom, 
both cards bearing the Pritish stamp, and the reply wi!l 
bring back the anawer from any part of the world. 

Postearda are economical and usefal, but, many persons 
dislixe handing over their correspondence to the indis- 
criminate gaze of third parties, Curiusity of this sort 
haa been rather baffled by the closed card, which bas 
became popular. 

The new design is ingenions, and consists of two letter- 
cards joined, the one within the ocber, and ao arranged 
that when the inqniry card is opened the sections are 
detached, Pat it has suffered repeated rejection by the 
authorities, who say the aca does not want to prepay 
replies to letters, aud that a reply letter-card is not 
adapted for the purpose. 

It is a notorions fact that the post-office condema every 
usefal reform, finally overcoming its objections to im- 
provements by adopting them. This one is generally 
admitted to be wanted and deserves fuirplay.
